noted everything. A certain amount 
om machinery was imported. la 
some vase* one machine WEB enough. 
The Japanese took it to pieces and 
made it their model to build others. 


"A factory system was introduced 


without factory laws. Child labor 
and girl labor were driven to the 
maximum. Young women from the 
country came under contract to the 
great mills that sprang up around 
Osaka. They were herded in com- 
pounds, paid about two-pence a day 
and their food, housed sometimes in 
the roughest sheds and worked 
twelve bout* a day. 
The factories 


ran the whole twenty-four hours 
round, seven days a week, on two 
twelve-hour shifts. Here

bappy land where there were no 
strikes, no unions, no organized 
labor troubles. It was an industrial 
paradise—tor the employers. A few 
people did try to Introduce Socialis- 
tic doctrines among the workers;
